DISTRICT NO. 1. 


John Fernald, Prudential Committee. First term taught by Miss 
Nellie L. Kelton. An excellent school under the instruction of a 
good teacher. We only regretted that the school could not have been 
longer. 


DISTRICT NO. 4. 


Charles E. Kemp, Prudential Committee. Summer term taught by | 
Mrs. Fannie F. Perkins. Think Mrs. P. tried hard to make the 
school a success, and was for the most part successful. 


DISTRICL NO. 5. 


Benaiah Wheeler, Prudential Committee. Miss Nettie A. Hardy, 
teacher. We made but one visit to this school, consequently we are 
unable to report the progress made. We were much pleased with 
the school at our visit and doubt not of its success. 


DISTRICT NO. 7. 


Sherburn Person, Prudential Committee. Summer term taught by 
Miss C. Ella Knowlton. As this school was not long enough to re- 
quire a vacation, we could not judge the progress made by other 
schools visited. School quiet and ordefly, and as good progress as 
could be expected. 


DISTRICT NO. 1. 


Prudential Committee, John Fernald. Winter term taught by Miss 
Mary E. Huse. With so experienced a teacher we of course expect- 
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ed an excellent term of school. And we were not disappointed, for 
if anything Miss H. excelled her usual good success. 


DISTRICT NO. 2. 


Prudential Committee, George S. Barney. One term only, taught 
by Miss Jennie S. Barney. Miss B. is a fine scholar, and I consider 
her one of our best teachers. 


DISTRICT NO. 3. 


Prudential Committee, Dexter Whittier. One term taught by Al- 
bert B. Stevens. There was good order, good advancement, and in 
short it was what we term a good school. 


DISTRICT NO. 4. 


Prudential Committee, Charles E. Kemp. Winter term. Teacher, 
Laura B. Sanborn.- Miss 8. is 4 teacher of much experience and 
ability. She has taught five terms previous to this in the district, and 
in this as in former terms, seemed to be much liked by all. 


DISTRICT NO. 6. 


Prudential Committee, Arial B. Martin. There was but one term 
during the year which was taught by Miss Florence A. Eaton. A 
somewhat inexperienced teacher, but possesses a good education, 
which if combined with a little more discipline would give her the 
requisite qualities of one of our most successful teachers. 


, DISTRICT NO. 7. 

Prudential Committee, Sherburn Person. Winter term, also taught 
by Miss C. Ella Knowlton. This I think being her third term in the 
district, which goes to prove her good standing as a teacher there. 
And certainly, under Miss K.’s management the scholars seemed to 
be quiet and orderly, to make good, and some rapid, progress in their 
studies. 
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GENERAL REMARKS. 


O- 


In accordance with the usual custom, I suppose a few general be 


marks are expected. In regard to the schools, those that I have vis- _ 
ited, taken in general they have been successful, and some of them € 


in a marked degree. 
Our prudential committees have taken pains to secure the services 
of capable, faithful teachers, who have labored hard for the interest 
of the schools. But they have had some serious obstacles to contend 
with, particularly the old evils of irregular attendance and a multi- 
plicity of text-bocks. No matter how hard a teacher may try to in- 
terest the scholars, they can scarcely have a lively interest in their 
studies when they are so frequently absent from recitation. I notice 
that the amount of days of absence, considerably exceeds twice the 
number of school days in the year. The correction of this evil lies 
in a great measure with parents. Children should be taught at home 
to be regularly and punctually at school. Another frequently men- 
tioned failure on the part of parents, is that they do not take a real 
active interest in the welfare of the schools. but content themselves 
with merely furnishing their children with books and sending them 
to school. Isee by the registers that in the majority of districts but 
few visits are recorded by parents and citizens. 1 think if more in- 
terest was manifested and more visits made it would encourage and 
stimulate both teachers and pupils to put forth a still greater effort. 
That our text-books are so numerous seems to be a great disadvan- 
tage, particularly in our larger schools. I have noticed thatin many 
of them by far the greater proportion of scholars are classed sepa- 
rately, especially in reading. This of course consumes a great deal 
more time than would be necessary if the books were alike so that 
they could be classed together. We have now in use the Hilliard, 
Monroe, and Franklin series of readers. Of the last named there are 
but few used, but some wishing to procure new books have found it 
much more convenient to get them at the village than to send off to 
the firms where the others are published. The Franklin readers are 
highly recommended where they have been used, both exchange and 
retail prices are quite reasonable, and on the whole would it not be 
an advantiuge if they were put into universal use in our schools? 
Thinking myself that it would I make the suggestion, leaving it with 
you to decide. 


™ 
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All our text-books should be as nearly uniform as possible in order 
that more time can be given to class exercises, and that the teacher 
may have opportunity to clear up all knotty points and give the schol- 
ars a thorough understanding of the whys and wherefores. What we 
want is good, practical, usable knowledge that will help us in the 
business affairs of every-day life. 

It is of great importance that the little time spent in our schools 
should be used to the best advantage. Many of the scholars that at- 
tend here will receive only the education they get at the district 
- school, and there is nothing more useful, that tends more to elevate 
society, or to establish in life than a good education. As a people 
we are proud of our high rank in the civilized world. And it is our 
education, our knowledge, that has raised us to this high position, 
and given us the name of the Great Republic. Our common schools 
are the foundation of our educational system. Hence, we should 
Spare no pains in perfecting them as far as possible, that they may 
help to strengthen and perpetuate the prosperity which we now enjoy. 

In closing I would extend my thanks to all with whom I have been 
associated in this matter, for the respect and kindness with which I 
have been treated, and especially for their kind forbearance with my 
inefficiency. «
